Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  I96I. 


TO:-  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Scarborough  Rural 
District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lords,  Mrs,  Evans  and  Gentlemen, 

The  most  obvious  change  in  the  vital  statistics  is 
the  reversal  of  the  annual  increase  in  population  that  has 
occurred  during  the  previous  three  years.  This  year  there 
is  a  decrease  of  310,  Deaths  once  again  outnumbered  births, 
though  there  was  a  fairly  marked  rise  in  the  birth-rate. 

In  other  respects  the  statistics  are  more  satisfactory. 
There  was  one  infant  death  and  one  still-birth  in  IO8  births. 
The  riiral  district  suffered  a  high  incidence  of  measles  as 
did  all  neighbouring  districts.  Apart  from  these,  there 
were  only  4  notifications  of  infectious  disease,

Samples  were  taken  from  the  water  supplies  within  the  Council's 
area  periodically  and  submitted  for  analysis.

The  one  sample  of  water  taken  from  the  supply  after 
chlorination  proved  to  be  satisfactory  v/hen  submitted 
for  bact oriological  examination. 

One  lovibond  test  was  made. 

(ii)  Burniston,  Cl ought on  and  S taint  on  Dale 

Of  twenty-three  samples  taken  from  the  Stainton  Dale 
Village  Private  Supply,  which  is  imchlorinat ed ,  one 
proved  to  bo  highly  satisfactory,  seven  satisfactory 
and  fifteen  unsatisfactory  upon  being  submitted  for 
analysis . 

Of  twenty-two  samples  taken  from  the  Parish  V^ell 
Private  supply,  which  is  also  untreated,  nine  proved 
to  be  satisfactory  and  thirteen  unsatisfactory.

Of  the  3»013  dwellings  within  the  Rural  District  at 
31st  December,  I96I,  2,402  had  a  water  carriage  system, 
1,336  being  connected  to  the  main  sewers,  1,066  having 
either  a  septic  tank  or  cesspool  method  of  disposal. 

The  remaining  6l 1  dwellings  have  either  pail  or 
chemical  closets. 

CAMPING 


The  thirty-six  licensed  camping  sites  within  the  Rural 
District  were  kept  under  observation  and  it  was  found 
necessary  to  serve  notice  upon  the  owners  of  a  number  of 
unlicensed  camping  sites. 

TIPS 


Conditions  of  all  the  Council’s  tips  have  been  maintained  and 
the  tips  have  been  dis-infested  of  rats  frequently. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 


No  special  Clean  Food  Campaign  was  introduced  within  the 
Council's  area,  although  the  comparatively  few  food  premises 
were  included  in  regular  tours  of  inspection.
